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Tax Battle Opens In Senate 


Back Attacks 
On Rights Bill 


Southern Efforts 
To Narrow Scope 
Of Measure Fail 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Op- 


ponents launched a series of 
attacks on the administration- 
backed civil rights bill Monday 
m an unsuccessful drive to nar- 
row its scope. 


The House defeated amend- 


ments which would have: 


1. Eliminated a provision per- 


mitting the attorney general to 
request a three-judge panel to 
hear voting rights case. 


2. Erased all provisions deal- 


ing with voter qualifications. 


3. Restricted the bill's voting 


rights coverage to elections held 
solely for choosing federal offi- 
cials. 
Other Proposals Rejected 


The House quit for the day 


without completing action on the 
voting rights section. It defeat- 
ed three more proposals, includ- 
ing one by Rep. John Dowdy, 
D-Tex., which would have made 
the federal government respon- 
sible for policing local and state 
elections to make sure no dead 
men were voting or ballot boxes 
being stuffed. 


Dowdy and other southerners 


spoke out against the evils of 
"voting tombstones" 
and the 


need for federal action to stop it, 
while the champions of the bill 
made equally ringing pleas for 
protecting states rights by leav 
ing such problems to the states. 


The other amendments de 


feated would have required that 
one of the members of the three- 
judge panel be the judge in 
whose court the case was fU,ed. 
and that^records of orally given 
literacy tests be kept-only 2 the 
applicant requested it. Both lost 
on voice votes.

Action Due To Shift 


When the House stopped for 


the day there was still at least 
one more amendment to the vot- 
ing section pending, but it was 
expected the action would shift 
Tuesday to the controversial 
second title — banning racial 
discrimination in places of pub- 
lic accommodation. 


Voting on amendments began 


after the House spent Friday 
and Saturday in general debate 
on the measure and is expected 
to continue through this week. 


Leaders have promised a final 


vote by Feb. 11. The measure 
faces an almost certain south- 
ern filibuster in the Senate.

NEW YORK (AP) — Nearly 


half a million pupils skipped 
public school classes Monday, 
during a spectacular, one-day 
mass boycott aimed "at forcing 
quick and complete racial inte- 
gration of the nation's largest 
educational system. 


More than half a million oth- 


ers made their way .to their 
classrooms 
through • peaceful 


picket lines of fellow-students, 
teachers and parents — Negroj 
Puerto Rican and white. 


There was singing, shouting 


and placard waving—but no re- 
ports of violence. Some 8,000 
policemen were on alert to deal 
with any disturbances. 
City Hall Picketed 


In 
midday, 
demonstrators 


moved their picket lines from 
the schools to City Hall, Board 
of Education headquarters in 
Brooklyn, and Republican Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller's mid- 
town Manhattan office. 


None of the city's 850 public 


schools actually closed and the 
Board of Education president, 
James 
B. 
Donovan, 
called 


the boycott "mostly a fizzle. 


However, the board's own fig- 


ures supported 
the claim of 


demonstration leaders that the 
boycott disrupted to' a marked 
degree the million-pupil public 
school system on the opening 
day of the new semester. 
3,5«9 Teachers Absent 


The board reported that 464,- 


362 pupils stayed away from 
classes—about 35 per cent more 
than normal. The pupil absen- 
tees were joined by 3,500 of the 
city's 43,800 teachers. 


Attendance figures reported 


from individual schools ranged 
from a high of 90 per cent of 
normal in white schools to as 
low as 2 per cent in one upper 
Manhattan junior high where 
the enrollment is almost entire- 
ly Negro. 


New York has no legal school 


segregation. Racial patterns in 
some 
neighborhoods lead 
to 


nearly all-Negro or all-white 
schools.

Russian-born widow of Lee Har- 
vey Oswald gave new evidence 
Monday on events leading to the 
assassination of President John 
F. Kennedy in Dallas. 


Behind closed doors, the pres- 


idential investigating committee 
headed by Chief Justice Earl 
Warren interrogated Marina Os- 
wald, 22, the first of perhaps 
many witnesses to be heard on 
the tragedy of last Nov. 22. She 
spoke through an interpreter. 


She was "helpful; a very com- 


posed and very cooperative wit- 
ness," reporters were told by J. 
Lee Rankin, the commission's 
chief counsel, after a 2%-hour^ 
morning session.

predecessor, and was in charge 
of German security for the late 
President John F. Kennedy's 
visit last June. 


The suspected ex-Nazi left let- 


ters for his wife and children, 
who live in Bonn, and for the 
judge who issued the warrant 
for his arrest. Their contents 
were not disclosed. 


A prosecution spokesman said 


the name Peters, common in 
Germany, cropped up last sum- 
mer in a war crimes trial. It 
took six months to compile evi- 
dence and trace Peters. 


He had been investigated four 


years ago by the central war 
crimes office 
at Ludwigsburg 


but nothing was found then to 
incriminate him.

LOS.ANGELES (AP) — Two 


young surfers, blown to sea at 
dusk Sunday by 50-mile-an-hour 
winds, were rescued at dawn 
Monday after spending the night 
lashed wrist to wrist. 


A fishing boat plucked them 


from the ocean off Los Ang'eles 
harbor. 


Craig Thompson, 16, and Dav- 


id Steele, 18, were blue from 
cold, their teeth were chattering 
and their legs and hands were 
raw and red from gripping their 
surfboards. 


They 
and 
their 
rescuers 


agreed that they were spared 
death from exposure 
because 


i they wore skin diver jackets of 


rubberized fabric that kept their 
torsos warm. 


The youths, both from subur- 


ban West Covina, paddied out 
through heavy surf Sunday to 
try to ride waves at a popular 
surfing 
spot 
at 
Huntington 


Beach, 25 miles southeast of Los 
Angeles. 


When they got beyond the 


breaker line the wind rose. 


Friends on the beach saw 


them paddling frantically, try- 
ing in vain to fight against it. 
They last were seen a mile out 
in the gathering gloom. 


"We weren't worried at first, 


but it got dark pretty early," 
Steele said. 


He and Thompson said they 


finally gave up trying to make 
it asbore because both wind and 


current were against them, and 
they figured it would be suicidal 
trying to get in through the 
crashing breaker line in dark- 
ness. 


They tried to paddle toward 


an offshore oil drilling platform, 
but the current thwarted that, 
and, "We didn't know if there'd 
be anybody on it anyway." 


They decided that the worst 


thing that could happen would 
be for them to get separated. So 
one took the drawstring from 
his swimming trunks and they 
tied their wrists together. 


Several 
helicopters, 
planes 


and Coast Guard and Navy 
craft 
hunted 
throughout the 


night, dropping more than 200 
flares. 


One dropped directly over 


them—"But it seemed nobody 
was around to see us." 


A helicopter, floodlight shin- 


ing, also passed overhead but 
missed them. A boat passed 
within 20 yards, but didn't hear 
their cries. 


After five hours, the wind 


dropped, although the sea re- 
mained rough. They sat on their 
feather-light 
boards, 
singing 


and flailing their arms to keep 
their spirits up and blood cir- 
culating. 


Not long after sunrise, after 
'/£ hours adrift, 12 miles north- 


west of Huntington Beach, they 
were spotted by the crew of the 
fishing boat Flier and picked 
up.

Lady Bird to the Wilkes-Barre and Scranton region of 
Pennsylvania to dramatize the federal fight against 
poverty. But there she was, in the home territory of 
the Keystone State's own Republican Governor William 
Warren Scranton, subtly conveying the idea- that de- 
pression, hard coal and the very name of Scranton (as 
a town) need the magic touch of Washington, D. C., 
and its federal plan for Appalachia to bring the sun 
of affluence to shine upon them. 


Such manipulation of the stock symbols ef poli- 


tics is • reflex with a man of Lyndon Johnson'i 
experience, and U need not be conscious. IB any 
case, the President gets away with it because BO- 
body bothers to point out that symbols, like words, 
canr be used to conceal the truth. In this instance 
the truth is that the name of Scranton, whether it 
a applied to the city or the first family of that 
city, is a symbol for inspirational self-help as well 
u a symbol for chronic depression and a failure 
to cope with regional poverty. 


It is not to be denied, of course, that Appalachia, 


which includes the hard coal region of Scranton, has 
been in a bad way. But some twenty years ago the 
city which the Governor of Pennsylvania calls his home 
town started to pull itself out of the mire by its own 
bootstraps. Working under a community plan, local 
monied people bought the old factories which had been 
vacated by declining industries. Then, using low rents 
as the bait, the civic-minded capitalists of Scranton 
brought in a number of new industries. Electronics 
companies took the place of defense industries that 
were no longer profitable. The Scranton community's 
ancient and chronic reliance on anthracite was at 
least diluted by the new enterprise of the local citizens. 
And Bill Scranton, not yet a politician, played his part ' 
in his home city's economic revival. 


The "Scranton Plan" for self-help has not yet been 


applied to all cities and towns in the five or six State 
region of Appalachia, but it was taken up in a big way 
in the depressed areas of New England. In Maine, the 
Scranton Plan was domesticated as something called 
the Sanford Movement. 
This movement, which has 


spread up and down in Maine, took off from the local 
enterprise of the old boot and textile town of Sanford, 
which enticed new industries into old mills that had 
been deserted. 


The Scranton-Sanford idea next took hold in Man- 


chester, N. H., where the floors of the ancient textile 
mills along the Merrimac River were cut up into small 
areas for a variety of modern industries. Skipping 
south, the Scranton-Sanford-Manchester type of self- 
help was domesticated in a number of Massachusetts 
communities which were faced with the necessity of 
replacing moribund textile companies with smart new 
electronics and space-age industries.

From Washington, D.C., this sort of regional re- 


development, which springs from the civic pride and 


unemployed savings of local people, is never very 


visible. It becomes slightly more visible to politicians 
in local state capitals. Governor Scranton, sitting in 
th" Pennsylvania capital of Harrisburg, can still keep 
a sense of proportion about the need for Pennsylvania 
to control its own plan for its portion of the depressed 
Appalachian highlands. If he couid be counted on to 
keep his roots firmly planted in his own home town 
of Scranton, he might make the Republican Party a 
good national candidate, at least for Vke President. 


As one becomes older, however, one becomes cyni- 


cal about all "federallied" politicians. They forget the 
vitality of the Scraotoa Plans and the fieafard Move- 
ments.

trigue, the United States main- 
tains 15,500 troops in South Viet- 
nam, where already more than 100 
Americans have lost their lives 
and many more have been wound- 
ed. About $1.5 million a day is 
the cost to the taxpayers of this 
country. 


Why are the American military 


forces in South Vietnam? The offi- 
cial answer is that they are pres- 
ent at the "request" of the South 
Vietnam government. But there 
have been three governments in 
succession in recent months in 
that country, and it is evident 
that the United States has become 
involved almost inextricably in 
the internal affairs of Vietnam on 
the pretext that this is necessary 
to hold the Communists in check 
and preserve world peace. 


But as the Communist appa- 


ratus s p r e a d s its operations 
throughout the world and meddles 
in Cuba, in Panama, and in other 
Latin-American countries, as well 
as in Africa and Asia, the main 
culprit—the Soviet government- 
is treated as if no crime has been 
committed anywhere.

It is apparent also that the 


"anti-colonialism" drive, fostered 
with such vehemence by Soviet 
propaganda, has caused a state 
of

being allowed to exercise their 
right of self-determination. Des- 
potic rulers have arisen to impose 
totalitarian governments and the 
usual forms of tyranny that Com- 
munism espouses.

ANOTHER LONG SESSION? — 


After the 1963 marathon session 
of Congress, hopes were high that

paigns. However, with the new 
session only a few days old, there 
are numerous 
predictions that 


Congress will recess rather than 
adjourn for the conventions, and 


will meet again in September- 
October. 


According to these 
forecasts 


even the most optimistic handling 
of the legislative load before Con- 
gress will not.permit it to be com- 
pleted by mid-July. And Presi- 
dent Johnson, anxious to have as 
much of his own and the late 
President Kennedy's program vot- 
ed on as possible, can be expect- 
ed to insist on a Congress at work, 
even 
if it does inconvenience 


some legislators who have to cam- 
paign for re-election. 


According to those who know 


him, Johnson would prefer to fore- 
go some campaigning on his own 
part and stay mostly in Washing- 
ton if that is what is needed to 
push the legislative program. The 
fact is that Johnson can do both. 
He can fly out for a few quick 
days of campaigning, then return 
to the White House to keep up his 
work as the principal prodder of 
Congress. 


and the free world selfishly and 
foolishly consents to furnish eco- 
nomic aid to the Communist side 
of the "cold war." It is a tragic 
situation for which the peoples of 
the West must take much the 
blame. Many leaders, moreover, • 
and many segments of the press 
— in Europe, especially — are 
adopting a course of appease- 
ment toward the Soviets. 


Despite, ali the mischief being 


wrought by the Moscow govern- 
ment, the sending of goods — 
including the sale of wheat—and 
the lending of money to the "cold 
war" enemy are considered legiti- 
mate. This is vigorously defended 
in London, Paris and Washington, 
as well as in other capitals of 
this hemisphere. 


What is the answer? It. is to 


sever commercial and eventually, 
if necessary, diplomatic relations 
with any government that cannot 
be trusted to keep its word and 
that refuses to cease violating the 
oldest principles of international 
law and the words of the United 
Nations Charter which condemn 
any interference by an outside 
power in the internal affairs of 
any other country. 


Unless policies in the Western 


world are based on fundamental 
principle instead of expediency, 
chaos will result and the situation 
will bring the big war that nobody 
wants. If, as alleged by Secretary 
of Defense McNamara, the United 
States is militarily stronger than 
Russia, then the existence of such 
strength ought to be sufficient to 
cause the Kremlin to stop med- 
dling in the internal affairs of 
other countries. But there is doubt 
whether this armed power means 
anything, because the free gov- 
ernments of the world continue 
pussyfoot policies. 


Resoluteness has become an ob- 


solete word. The appeasement at 
Munich is scornfully referred to 
nowadays as ancient history be- 
cause it happened 25 years ago. 
But it cannot be forgotten that less 
than 12 months afterward in a 
credulous world the most destruc- 
tive war of all times broke out.

"If there's anything I hate at a 


disarmament conference, it's opt- 
imism," growled old Feathers. 
There's a lot of pretty nasty 
cheerfulness about this one. 


"I wouldn't be in this business 


if 1 weren't an optimist," quoth 
William Foster, our own United 
States head dis-armorer. (Nations 
used to have armorers and you 
can see their delicately wrought, 
beautifully embossed handiwork 
in the British Museum. Future 
generations of schoolboys will be 
able to study the beautifully-em- 
bossed wordage of the dis-armor- 
ers, ail those delicately-wrought 
euphemisms in some future mus- 
eum.) 


"They've all been ordered to 


smile," growled old Feathers. 
"Look at old Scratchy there, smil- 
ing away." Old Scratchy is the 
affectionate nickname given Sem- 
yon K. Tsarapkin, who has been 
Russia's

years and years, much longer 
than anyone else. 


Old Scratchy was standing out- 


side the old League of Nations 
chamber where the meetings are 
held (above him in gold letters 
were Robert Cecil's words: "The

Hour. This is one of them. "You 
feel it." Economy is in the air! 
No one can afford armaments any 
more. Everyone wants to build 
schools — the 
Russians, 
the 


Americans. Everyone except Bar,. 
ry GoWwater and de Gaulle. There 
are always troublemakers. 


Old Scratchy' even makes jokes 


about economy. 
Someone says, 


"Wouldn't you rather talk Ru»- 
sian?" Old Scratchy says, "We're 
getting rid of the translators. It's 
part of the new economy wave." 


This is an 18-nation conference, 


but there aren't 18 nations here. 
The French aren't here, but a 
chair is kept there in case they 
change their minds. And no one 
has ever found the Ethiopian dele- 
gation. Theoretically they're here, 
but where are they? No one has 
ever seen them. 


The words tell a lot. The words 


here are all anti-type words, un- 
doing type words.

General and 
complete disarmament (don't wor- 
ry your head, you'll never live to 
see it) is known as GCD. Non- 
aggression pacts are NAPs. The 
initials on everyone's 
lips 
are 


MLF for multilateral force, which 
the Russians are trying to get us 
to abandon. Finally there's AM-or- 
SA (accident, miscalculation, or 
surprise attack). When the world 
ends, kids, it won't be with a bang 
or a whimper. It'll be AM-or-SA 
all the way. 


In Geneva itself, that most in- 


ternational .of small cities, where 
you can find any kind of national- 
ity — Pakistanis, Chinese, Bulgar- 
ians, Burmese — the apathy is al- 
most total. You ask a Geneva 
resident what's going on at tha 
Palais des Nations and you get 
a blank stare.
